The Story of “Scots Wha 
ROBERT, BURNS is, the prince of song 
writers, and it is his songx mainly which 
keep his memory s0 green, When wo think of 
the world-wide voune of sach songs ax “ Aull 
Jang Syne,” “Yo Banks and Bracs,” and “0 
Wert Thow in the Cauld Blast,” we eannot 
‘wonder that. Burns holds place 90 warm and 
secure in the henrt of the whole English. 
speaking race, 

Ho wrote love-songs unlore, hut, as far asa 
can recall, ho wrote but one war song. Tt wa 
‘sufficient, Had Bums written’ nothing else 
‘except the ode he entitled =“ Bannock-Burn 
Robert Bruce's Address to his Army," it would 
have leon sufficient to ensure hin immortality, 
for it is the greatest war ode, probably, in the 
world. Cretainly, as literature, it is infinitely 
finer than the Marscillaise, wlthough the great 
French National Anthem excels it ia the romanc 
of its history and infiienice. 

‘A Human Baromoter. 

Most great war songs have been the product 
of a rovolutionary period, when the pasions of 
‘mon were fired to fever heat, and although it 
might be thought that the song universally 
Known as “Scots Wha Hac "—although that 
phrase standiog by itsolf is quite meaninglese— 
‘wns an exception to this rule, it was, ab any 
ralc, the child of storm and tempest 

‘Barns, like all great poets, was temperamental 
to an extreme degree. Everything affected 
hhim; and thus he responded like a human 
barometer 0 weather conditions, On. one 
occasion, towns the close of his short life, and, 
during hig regidonce in Dumfries, he accom:

Comets and 


Their Story. 


A Talk From London, By Dr. 


HE most-striking feature of the héavenly 
forbs is the regularity of thelr move. 
ment, permitting tus to forecast their positions 
centuries ih advance. ‘There is however, 
notable exception 1a this power of prediction. 
From time to time, « brillant object with « 
Jong tail appears, i seen for a few days or weeks 


to move rapidly across the heavens, and then 
withdraws again into invisibility 
"These apparitions arc now received with en- 


thusiasm by astronomers and the public; but 
this Iius not alway’s been the case. Formerly 
they caused great terror and apprehension ; thei 
treat size Ted men to believe that they were 
very near the earth, probably some sort of 
pestilential vapour in the uppee air; from 
this it was a natural step to look on them ax 
forerunners of plague, famine, and war. 


Newton's Discovery. 

‘There were several stayes in the attainment 
of more accurate knowledge about comets 
‘The great Danish astronomer, ‘Tycho Brahe, 
compared his cometary observations with those 
ninde at a distant observatory, and proved that 
they are celeatial, not terrestrial objects, being 
muck more remote than the moon, ‘Then Sir 
Taaac Newton discovered the law of gravitation 
about two and a half centuries ago, and deduced 
froon it that comets travel round the san in very 
Jong oval curves, only becoming visible to us 
for a amall part of their track lying near the 


Predictions. 
ed in this work by Halley 
who, after much labour, ford the paths of all 
the ‘comets that had ‘been observed in the 
preceding two centuries, and proved that what 
‘appeared to be three of them were really the same 
ody returning at intervals of about soventy-six 
years 

Tt now became quite possible to predict the 
appearance’ of certain comets: thus Halley's 
comet came bask as predicted in 1759, 1885, 

xd 1910, Most of us remember the last return ; 
the comet’ presented a grand spectacle, with 
fan immense tail, in more southern countries; 
‘but in England’ the view was marred by its 
being low down in he twilight. We are able 
to calculate the retums of this comet both 
forward and backward ; this bas been dane for 
period of two thousand years, and records 
hhave been foun of the cowiet’s appearance a 
almost every retun, 


< Taking Us by Surprise. 
Besides Halley's comet, there are somé sixty: 
others whose return can he predicted ; bat 
they are mostly faint, and of little popylar 
interest. It is only the really fine comet 1

‘of comets can hardly be less than au cighth of a 
million, 


Travelling Sto 

Tt was found in the last century that there is 
8 very close connection between comets and 
shooting-stars ; these are Iumpe of stone or 
‘metal that are travelling round the aun in long 
oval paths like the comets, When they enter 
the earth's atmosphere, friction, produced by 
their speed of several miles per second, causes 
them to plow. Most of them are burnt to dust 
in the upper air, but sometimes they descend 
tocarth. Some lumps of this kind can be seen 
in the Natural History Museum. Chemista 
have examined these lumps, and find that they 
contain a great deal of gas, chiefly hydrogen 
‘and its compounds, 

Meteor Showers. 

‘The beliet now is that the head of a comet 
consists of a swarm of multitudes of these 
meteoric masses: the patha of many of the well 
know meteor showers, such as the November 
shower from the sickle of Lo, aud the August 
shower. knownas the Tears of St, Lawrence, wore 
found to show a perfect agreement with the 
paths of certain comets, ‘The couclusion is 
that the swarm of meteors that forms a 
comet's head is gradually ecattered, under the 
disturbances produced by the sun and the 
planets, so as to leave a long trail of meteoric 
débria in the wake of the comet, A meteor 
shower. takes place when the earth traverses 
fone of these trails; and as ther ar 
‘numerous, we get several showers ever 


‘The Sun's Repulsion. 

‘The meteoric constitution of a comet's head 
ako gives ua an explanation of the formation 
‘of the tail. We haye seen that meteoric nmpe 
contain anveh gas ; on approaching the sun, its 
heat draws out this gas, which forms a cloud 

und the comet's head. A violent repulsive 
force from the «un then nete on the gas, driving it 
with great speed away from the sun. ‘This force 
does not disturb the big lumps forming the 
‘comet's head, but only the finely divided matter 
in the tail. “A comet's tail i» not attached to 
it like an animals tail; a better analogy ig the 
jot of steam and vapour from the funnel ofa loco: 
motive, which is continually dissipated and 
renewed. ‘The tail matter docs not retua to 
‘the head, but is lost in space. 

Ip is well to remember that whew a comet 
Ja Teaving the sun, it goes tail first. This is 
contrary to popular imagination, which pictures 
the tall as being left behind, like the tail of 
a rocket, bat there is no analogy between them, 
in spite of a siunilar appearance, 

‘of comets, nothing certain is 
My own view is that a few of them arise 
from matter erupted {rom the sun, others from 
‘similar eruptions from tho planets, especially 
jupiter, which appears to be still in a very 
heated state. ‘Tho remainder are, perhaps, 
detached fragments of the great cosmiical cloud 
fof dast and gas which is believed to have been 
the primitive -form of tho planetary system,

King Charles's Warrant. 

Tn 1685, the yoar of the hirthe of Bach and 
Hoaidl, iltary mtsic was introduced into the 
British’ Army “by a warrant cf Charles TU 
authorizing the maintenance of twelve Hautboys 

the companies of tho King’s Reziment of 
Foot Guards in Landon, ani one of the asp 
sets of the Merry Monarch was to order that 2 
fictitious name shoul be horne on the strength 
fof each of the other companies quartered in the 
country, 30 that then musicians might be 
ranted higher pay. ‘To this day, the uniform of 
the Grenadier Guards Band has a distinctive 
feature commemorating this King. A dark 
cloth goes half around the army and is a relic of 
fan old mourning band. worn for Charles I, 
who institated the Hautboys. 

Seanty Records. 

Historical material in 0 vant that uo conte 
ite account has yet been made of the develop- 
Inent of these wilitary ands, Dr. Buriey, 
however, writing in 1772, reconds that the Foot 
Guards had wn excellent band, which played 
every morning at St. asnes's and in the pack. 

‘2 century, kowever, lid prmed since 
the warrant of King Charles, andl yet there is 
Tittle known ‘of tho development ‘of, military 
riusio during this period, end no record exists 
to show the growth of its popularity either 
within or outside the Army itself. 

‘A Child. Composer. 

Te is not generally kaown that Ssnvet 
‘Wesley, aka child between the age of even und 
eight years, specially composed a march for the 
Grenadier Guseds, "Ita origin is best described 
hy the composer's father, the Rev. Charles 
Wesley, the hymn veriter, who say — 

"He" (Same!) was desired to" compote a 
arch for one of tho regiments of the Guards, 
Which he did to the approbation of all that 
heard hed officer 
it was a movement which woul probably 
steady and serene couraye when the enemy was 
fepproacking. As I thought tho boy woud like 
fo hear the march performed, T carried him to 
the parnde at the proper time, when it had the 
Ihondur of beginning the military concert, The 
Piece being finished, T asked him whether it 
Jyas executed to his satisfaction. ‘To which ho 
replied : “By no moan!” I then immediately 
introduced him to the band, whieh « 
very tall and stout muviians. .  « 
Baitoe! eaid to them: You five not done 
jastice to my composition,’ to which they 
answered the urchin with ‘astonishment and 


‘contempt four composition t” Samuel 
replied with great serenity: ‘Yee, my com: 
position ! 

‘This 1 confizmed, when they stared. and 
.cverally made their exeoses hy protesting that 
they had copied accurately from the inanuseript 
pot’ into their hands. ‘This, Saninel most 
Teadily allowed to the Hauthoys and Bassoons, 
Ho said it was the French Horns that wero in 
fault. ‘They making the same defence, be 
insisted upon the eriginal score being produced 
‘and, showing them their mistake, ordered the 
march to te played again, ‘To thia they 
submuitted with as much deference as they would 
shave shown to Handel.” 


“One for Each Troop.” 

In the early years of the nineteenth century 
it would appear that the War Office was charily 
acknowledging the existence of military bands, 
for @ General Order issued from the Horse 
‘Guards in 1803 states that -— 

“Te in His Majesty's pleasure that in Regi- 
menta having Bands of Muse, not more than 
tne private soldier for each troop oF company 
shall be permitted to act wt Musicians, and that 
‘one non-commissioned officer shall be allowed 
to-act as Master of the Band, 

"These nen are to be deilled and instructed 
in their exercises, and in ease of actual servic 
fre fo fall in with their reapective troops o 
companies complotely armed and accoutred, 

‘How the shad of Peter Van Hausen must have 
‘smiled with pleasure at this recognition of 
bandmaster and band!) He it was, who, i 
17664, by Royal Warrant, was given an allowance 
of I to instruct one man in each 
company of the Guards in the use of the & 


A Famous Bandmaster, 

‘There haye been many famous bandmasters 
associated with the Grenadier Gnards, who 
have etriven to make the existence of the band 
1 vital part of the life of the regiment, From 
the feanty records available, it is difficult 40 
ive details of the obstacles they had to overcome, 
Perhaps the test known of the distinguished 
bandmasters is Dan Godfrey, father of Sit Dan 
Godfrey, of Bournemouth, who, in 1888, wax 
appointed the Grenadier’ ‘bandmaster,  poxt 
which he beld with distinction for forty years. 
He was the first bandmaster in the British 
Army to receive a commission, being gazetted 
jan honorary second Tieutenant. on the occasion 
of Queen Victoria's Jubile 


in 1887, 


Playing to the King. 

Tn tum with the four other bands of the 
Howschold Infantry Regiments—the Cold 
streams, Scots, Irish and Welsh Guands—the 
Grenadiers’ Band is on duty every morning whet 
the King snd Queen are in residence, at the 
niounting of the gpard or at St. James's Palace, 

"The immediate successor of Lieut, Dan 
Godfrey was Dr. A. E. Williams, MLV 0., who 
not only enhanced the musical fame of the 
band, but contributed to ite brary’ many 
scholarly and brilliant compositions, He h 
the post of conductor for more than tw 
five years, 

Record of the achievements of the Grenadier 
Guarda Band would not be complete without 
an appreciation of the work that is being daze 
by their present Director of Music, Lieutenant 
G, Miller, LR.A.M. ‘This succeseor of Sir Dan 
Godfrey bas not only striven to maintain tho 
high Jevel of hie predecessor, but now is un- 
doubtedly regarded as contributing largely to the 
great popularity of his band,
